tlie firſt who divided the Zodiack into twelve Signs; was 
Counſellor to Ofyris, King of Egypt; and is reported to 
have invented Writing and Hieroglyphicks; and alſo 
drew * the Laws of the Egyptians. 


IN the year of the world 18 10, at the building of 
Babyl:n, Maſonry was in ſuch great eſteem, that Nimrod, 
King of Babyln was a Maſon himſelf; and when the 


City of Niniveh, and other Eaſtern Cities were to be 


built, Nimrod ſent ſeveral Maſons, at the defire of his 
coufin the King of Niniveh, and gave them the follow- 
T hat th: y fhculd” be true to one another, and 
that they ſheuld ſerv: the Lrd truly for their pay, ſo that their 
Mafter might have honour, and all that belonged unto him ;— 

and ſeveral other charges he gave them. This was the 


firſt time that ever 2 Maſon had any charge of his 


Craft. 


Warn Abraham and Sarah went into Egypt, to teach 
the Ezyptians, A. M. 2084, he had a ſcholar, whoſe 
name was Hermes; and in his days, the Lo:ds- and 


Eftates of the realm had ſo many Sons, that they had | 


no competent livelihood to find their children; on 
which they conſulted with the King of the country how 
they might provide for their children honeſtly, but 
could find no good way ; and they proclaimed it through 
all the land, That if there was any man who

That they ſhould be true to the King, and to the 
Lord that dhey ſerved, and to the Fellowſhip whereunto they ar- 
admitted; that they ſhould call each other Fellow or Brother, and not 
Servant or Knave, nor any other foul name; and that they ſrould 
truly deſerve their pay of the Lord or Maſter of the work they 


ſerved. That they ſbould order tlie wiſeft-of them to be Maſter 
of the work; and neither for love, riches, nor favour, to. /et.

TN the year 43, after the birth of Chriſt, Maſons 
firſt came into England, and built a monaftery near} 


| In St. Alban's time, the King of England, who was 2 
agan, walled in the town that was then called Veru- Hen 
um. St. Alban was Steward of the King's houſhold, e ©* 
and had the government of the realm: He loved Ma- nd 
ſons, cheriſhed them much, and made their pay right 
good, ſtanding as the realm did; for he gave them twy 
fillings a week, and three-pence to their chear ; before 
that time, in England, a Maſon had but a penny a day, 
and his meat. He alſo gave them a charter of the King 
to hold a general Council, and gave it the name of an 
Aſſembly, and was preſent himſelf, and aſſiſted in 
making Maſons, and gave them charges. 


Soon after the martyrdom of St. Alban, a certain 
King invaded the land, and deſtroyed moſt of the na- 
tives with fire and ſword ; ſo that the ſcience of Ma- 
ſonry was much decayed, until the wh of King .

munication: But Sir Thomas Sactville, then GRAND- 


MasTz x, ſent ſeveral of the Queen's great officers, who 
were. Maſons, who making honourable report of the 
Craft to her Majeſty, ſhe ever after efteemed them, 
and ſhewed them many royal acts of her favour. 

Warn King James the 1ft. aſcended the throne,

A. D. 1666, Thomas Savage, Farl Rivers, ſucceeded 
the Earl of St. Albans as GRAN Dñ-MasrER; and in 
this year the greateſt part of the city of Lon don was 
conſumed by fire, ſo that the Free-Maſons were encou- 
raged to rebuild it again, and the deputy GRAN D- 
MasrER, Sir Clriftopher Wren, formed à noble defign, 


in order to render it the moſt regular and ſplendid city 


in the world; but his defign in general proved abor- 
tive by the obſtinacy of ſome private perſons, who 
would not be perſuaded to part with tlieir properties; 
though he gave us an elegant ſpecimen of his Work- 
manihip, in the re-building of St. Pauls.
